Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

The  immunisation  programme  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  was 
continued  during  the  year,  and  included  the  annual  visit  to  schools 
in  the  Knott ingley  area. 

102  children  under  the  age  of  3  years  received  a  full  course  of 
primary  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus. 

394  school  children  received  a  reinforcing  injection  against 
Diphtheria  and  374  a  reinforcing  injection  against  Tetanus, 

A  further  178  school  children  had  a  primary  course  against  Tetanus 
and  39  against  Diphtheria. 

The  percentage  of  school  children  who  have  been  immunised  against 
Diphtheria  is  76.17?‘  and  against  Tetanus  74. 19/ 

The  percentage  of  school  children  in  Knottingley  protected 
against  Poliomyelitis  is  now  77.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

The  number  oj.  live  births  registered  in  the  divisional  area 
during  1967  was  1399,  an  increase  of  40  compared  with  the  previous 
year. 

The  CRUDE  BIRTH  RATE,  20.2  per  thousand  ox  cue  estimated 
population  compared  with  20.0  in  the  previous  year.  It  was  well 
above  the  West  Riding  administrative  County  rate  of  1  .0  and  the 
England  and  /ales  birth  rate  of  17.2. 


Deaths. 


The  deaths  assigned  to  the  divisional  area  after  correction  for 
transfers  were  644,  a  decrease  of  19  compared  with  i960. 

The  CRUDE  DEATH  RATE  from  all  causes  was  9.3  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population.  The  Vest  Riding  Administrative  area  was  11.2 
and  England  and  Tales,  11.2. 


Infant  Mortality. 

In  1967  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one  yea r  of  age  numbered  31, 
an  increase  of  3  compared  with  1966.  The  Infant  Mortality  was  22.2  as 
against  19.1  in  the  previous  year.

During  the  year  93  babies  weighing  5i  lbs.  or  less  were  born 
in  hospitals  or  nursing  homes  to  mothers  normally  resident  in  the 
Division,  and  13  were  born  at  home. 

SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE . 

Medical  Inspections. 

The  periodic  medical  examination  of  the  four  age  groups,  i.a.  che 
entrants  (3  years  +),  second  age  group  (7  years  +),  intermediate  years 
(10  years  +)  and  leavers  (14  years  +)  continued  throughout  the  year  at 
30  schools  in  the  Division. 

Re-examination  of  children  who,  at  previous  periodic  or  special 
examination  had  been  found  to  have  defects,  were  made  at  each  school 
medical  inspection.  During  the  year  3507  periodic  inspections  and  1479 
re-examinations  were  carried  out. 

G-eneral  Condition  of  Children. 

All  pupils  at  routine  medical  inspections  are  classified  as  to 
their  general  condition  at  the  time  of  examination,  and  99.86%  were 
classified  as  satisfactory  and  only  .14%  as  unsatisfactory.  >

During  the  year  health  visitors  and  school  nurses  made  29,955 
examinations  of  children  in  schools.  Of  these,  411  individual  children 
v/ere  found  to  be  infested.

Mr.  D.  &.  Pickles,  Clinic  Psychologist,  and  Mrs.  P.  Y.  Harris 
Psychiatric  Social  Worker,  continued  to  do  much  good  work  at  the  Clinic. 


Mrs.  N.  Hepworth,  Speech  Therapist,  held  clinics  on  two  half-days 
each _ week  at  Ponccuact  Central  Clinic.  In  addition  she  has  one 
session  each  week  at  the  Castle  Lay  E.S.N.  School  and  at  the  Knottingley 
Clinic.

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  is  offered  for  the  first  time 
to  all  children  in  the  year  of  their  13th.  birthday.  With  the  consent 
of  the  parents,  a  test  is  performed  to  see  if  the  child  has  already 
encountered  the  germ  of  Tuberculosis.  If  it  -has  done  so,  no  further 
action  is  taken,  as  it  is  assumed  that  the  child  is  acquiring  a  natural 
immunity.  If,  however,  'hie  test  indicates  that  the  child  has  not 
encountered  tubercle  bacillus,  then  vaccination  is  carried  out. 

The  age  of  13  years  has  been  chosen  because  at  this  age  the  natural 
resistance  to  the  disease  tends  to  drop  and  it  is  hoped  to  confer 
protection  during  the  years  of  increased  risk. 


In  addition,  vaccination  is  offered  each  year  to  those  pupils  over 
the  age  of  13  years,  who  have  previously  been  absent  or  whose  parents 
have  not  consented.  Each  child  has,  therefore,  a  continuing  opportunity 
to  be  vaccinated  before  leaving  school.

Before  a  Home  Help  can  be  provided,  a  fora  of  application  must  be 
signed  by  the  head  of  the  household  on  which  he  undertakes  either  to  pay 
the  whole  cost  of  the  service  or  to  give  a  statement  of  his  income  and 
agree  to  pay  the  assessed  charge  according  to  the  County  Council  scheme. 

Under  no  circumstances  can  a  Home  Help  be  used  as  a  sitter-in  and 
the  amount  of  assistance  which  a  patient  is  granted  is  related  strictly 
to  the  amount  of  domestic  work  which  is  required,  to  be  d_one.

Annual  Report 

of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 


Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  submit  you  my  thirteenth  Annual  Report. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  report,  the  general  picture  of  the  past  twelve 
months  is  of  progress  in  practically  every  aspect  dealt  with  by  the  Department 
and,  if  not  specifically  dealt  with  by  the  Department,  in  the  matters  reported 
on  in  this  document.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  Housing  programme  continues 
to  bulk  largely  in  the  Council's  Capital  programme.  There  is  a  continuing 
and  pleasing  growth  in  the  numbers  of  private  houses  being  built  within 
the  district  which  will  at  least  help  maintain  the  present  balance  as  between 
private  and.  Council  houses.  The  trend  in  past  years  has  been  for  the 
percentage  of  Council  owned  property  in  the  town  to  increase.  A  halt  and  if 
possible,  even  a  reversal  of  this  process  would  benefit  the  town  in  many  ways 
and  this  is  undoubtedly  in  the  minds  of  some  of  our  representatives  during 
the  discussions  one  hears  on  the  subject  of  Housing  in  the  District. 

The  Smoke  Control  Programme,  in  which  this  town  ranks  amongst  the  leading 
authorities  in  the  country,  has  continued  to  make  progress.  Two  further  smoke 
control  areas  have  been  delineated  and  by  the  time  this  report  goes  out,  will 
have  almost  certainly  been  approved  by  the  Ministry. 

It  has  been  noted  that  the  cost  of  Smoke  Control  is  increasing  when  based 
on  a  cost  per  house  figure.  If  considered  purely  in  isolation,  this  could  well 
give  cause  for  thought  but  when  one  considers  the  improvement  in  amenity  and 
comfort  which  has  been  provided  by  this  extra  money,  I  think  that  the  cost  to 
the  Local  Authority  is  in  fact  very  low  compared  with  any  other  grant  aided 
means  of  producing  the  same  amenity.  Smoke  Control  work  also,  strangely 
enough,  has  the  effect  of  ultimately  saving  many  houses  which  otherwise  would 
gradually  sink  into  decay  as  the  owners,  be  they  occupiers  or  not,  appear  to 
consider  that,  having  spent  money  on  this  particular  project,  it  is  as  well  to 
go  the  whole  hog  and  modernise  the  rest  of  the  house  -  An  unexpected  aid  to  our 
Improvement  and  Slum  Clearance  programme. 

The  general  amenities  of  the  town,  both  for  sport  and  physical  activity, 
are  also  being  catered  for  by  the  improvement  of  the  central  playing  field 
of  the  town  and  the  smaller  outlying  playing  fields  together  with  the 
construction  of  a  25  metre  swimming  bath  of  extremely  modern  design,  which  has 
now  been  commenced. 

Shopping  amenities  of  the  town  are  being  further  improved  by  the 
construction  of  more  new  shops  and  the  slow  but  sure  letting  of  Council  shops 
which  appear  to  be  in  fairly  good  demand,  and  the  privately  owned  shopping 
development  which  is  moving  somewhat  slower. 

We  have,  during  the  year,  persuaded  a  number  of  shop  keepers  and  business 
men,  together  with  the  Education  Authority,  to  use  bulk  containers  for  their 
refuse  instead  of  an  unsightly  gaggle  of  dustbins.  A  general  improvement  in 
conditions  at  premises  where  this  type  of  container  is  now  used  has  been 
apparent  and  my  Council  have  provided  some  50  containers  for  use  in  three- 
storey  blocks  of  flats  to  remedy  the  deficiency  which  has  become  obvious  in 
the  refuse  storage  facilities  at  these  premises.  It  is  our  hope  that  the 
advantages  of  this  type  of  container  will  become  more  and  more  obvious  to 
shop  occupiers,  factory  owners.  Education  and  Health  authorities  and  others 
and  that  this  type  of  refuse  storage  will  gradually  replace  the  fairly 
unhygienic  and  aesthetically  unpleasing  rows  of  lidless,  damaged  and  over-turned 
dustbins  which  so  often  greets  one  in  promises  of  this  type. 

The  work  of  the  Department  I  feel  has  been  continued  at  a  good  level 
and  a  large  proportion  of  the  credit  for  this  must  go  to  my  staff  and  to  the 
occasionally  critical,  although  knowlogeable  and  farseoing  support  which  I 
have  received  from  the  Council's  Public  Health  Committee  and  in  particular 
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P.T.O.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  Water  Authority  for  the  Urban  District  is  the  Pontefract,  Goole 
and  Selby  Water  Board  on  which  this  Council  is  represented.  Water  is 
extracted  from  three  bore  holes  which  over  the  years  have  become  more 
and  more  hardpressed  to  provide  for  the  needs  of  our  developing  community. 
Modernisation  and  development  of  both  existing  and  new  extraction 
points  is  being  pressed  along  as  rapidly  as  possible  by  the  Board.  Some 
difficulties  havo  been  experienced  in  the  supply  position  locally  but 
the  improvements  mentioned  above,  together  with  new  and  improved  pumping 
mains  serving  the  Urban  District,  have  resulted  in  some  easement  in  the 
position. 

Restrictions  are  having  to  be  imposed  on  certain  developments  in  the 
area  in  order  that  demand  should  not  outstrip  the  rate  of  increase  in 
the  amount  of  water  extracted.  It  is  hoped  that  the  time  is  not  far 
distant  when  these  conditions  will  no  longer  apply. 

A  copy  of  the  Public  Analyst’s  report  on  the  supplies  which  together 
make  up  our  mains  \ra.ter,  is  appended  below. 

All  houses  in  the  district  are  now  connected  to  the  public  supply.

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SANITARY  ACCOMMODATIO N 


It  is  estimated  that  there  are  over  5,100  properties  in  the 
district,  of  which  4,431  aro  occupied  dwelling  houses.  The  remainder 
consist  of  business  and  industrial  premises  and  agricultural  properties 
Only  two  of  these  properties  do  not  have  a  water  carriage  system  of 
sewage  disposal  and  negotiations  are  in  progress  to  convert  one  of 
these.  T-wenty-eight  houses  are  served  by  cesspools  and  these  are  in 
the  remoter  parts  of  the  town  or  are  on  sites  where  it  is  impossible 
to  connect  to  the  sewer. 

Of  the  Industrial  Premises  in  the  district,  the  majority  are 
sewered.  Cesspools  are  in  use  again  in  the  odd  place  where  it  is  not 
practical  to  connect  into  the  sewer  and  on  certain  construction  sites. 

I NFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Supplies  of  disinfectant  are  available  at  the  Public  Health 
Department  as  and  when  required.  Disinfection  is  carried  out  as 
necessary.

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 


There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  within  the  Urban  District. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


We  have  one  licensed  caravan  site  in  the  Urban  District,  which 
is  licensed  for  45  caravans.  Showers,  baths,  w.c.'s  and  a  laundry 
are  provided  on  the  Ministry  scale.  Electricity  and  firefighting 
equipment  are  also  laid  on.  The  site  was  originally  provided  mainly 
for  the  purpose  of  accommodating  construction  workers  from  the 
Generating  Station  which  is  now  practically  complete.  As  these 
workers  have  moved  away,  so  other  people  have  gradually  filled  the 
site  and  in  fact  the  site  eventually  overflowed  and  an  unlicensed 
site  came  into  use.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  clear  this  site  and  at 
the  time  of  writing,  the  unlicensed  site  now  contains  no  occupied 
caravans.  It  was  anticipated  that  the  sits  would  probably  reduce 
in  size  considerably  as  the  construction  works  came  to  an  end,  but 
there  appears  to  be  little  difficulty  in  filling  the  licensed  site 
with  new  tenants. 


MOVEABLE  DUELLINGS  CO NT. 

This  is  somewhat  suprising  in  view  of  the  excellent  housing 
record  of  the  town  and  the  comparatively  short  time  which  people 
to  wait,  having  once  applied,  for  a  Council  dwelling. 

SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS 

Uo  now  have  6  scrap  metal  dealers  registered  in  the  district. 

Only  one  of  these  is  in  a  large  way  of  business  but  it  looks  as 

though  this  type  of  undortai'dng  is  on  the  increase  and  what  were 

previously  small,  part-time  businesses  now  take  up  more  space  ana 
previously  s mau-,  probably  not  unconnected 

comparatively  more  time  to  run.  lhis  is  proDaoiy 

with  the  next  item  in  my  report. 

DISPOSAL  OF  OLD  MOTOR  VEHICLES 

Wo  used  to  be  rarely  caded  upon  to  remove  old  or  ab “^es^as’ 
However,  recent  legislation  covering  the  disposal  of  old  vehicles^ 
either  extremely  timely  in  its  appearance  or  has  sparked  oil  a 
reaction  of°which  wo  are  now  feeling  the  effect.  Undoubtedly  the 
gradual  tightening  up  on  the  mechanical  efficiency  of  ol 
£££*  the  new^tyre  laws  and  perhaps  even  the  much  ^gned 
breathalyzer,  are  no  doubt  having  a  considerable  effect  upon  owners 
of  ^«Sr“ohicles.  It  appears  that  it  is  now  a  more  economic 
proposition  to  abandon  a  car  which  has  broxen  down  or  ai-h 
road  worthiness  test,  rather  than  to  carry  out  the  necessary  r.p 

Since  the  middle  of  1967,  the  number  of  cars  abandoned  °r 
dumped  has  steadily  increased  and  there  is  no  sign  that  this  mcr 
has  yet  slowed  down. 

We  have  made  arrangements  with  scrap  metal  dealers  to  dispose  of 
the  vehicles  after  we  have  delivered  them  to  their  yard. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

Rodent  Control  statistics  tills  year  are  in  a  much ^giflod 
form.  This  is  the  new  type  of  return  roquired  by  the 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  our  new  recording  sy 
geared  towards  providing  this  type  of  information.  We  do  not, 
therefore,  break  down  our  records  into  quite  the  detail 
previously  available.  It  will  be  noted  that  last  year  and  this  /ear, 
the  number  of  rat  infestations  treated,  at  slightly  over  280  in  , 

are  almost  exactly  the  same.  The  number  of  mice  infestations  lias 
slightly  reduced,  so  that  thq  total  number. of  infestations  treated 
in  1967  was  360  as  against  405  'in  the  previous  year. 

A  large  number  of  complaints  are  received  from  houses  on  the 
fringes  of  our  new  developments  built  mainly  on  virgin  an  ,  w 
has,  of  course,  its  normal  share  of  the  rat  population.  Treatments 
are  carried  out  whilst  building  works  are  in  progress  but  m  view 
of  the  availability  of  food,  the  results  are  not  always  as  good  as 
one  would  have  wished  for.  Once  the  site  has  been  < ^ 
houses  let,  however,  we  have  comparatively  little  trouble  m  clearing 

out  the  infestations. 

Our  Contract  Rodent  Control  Service  continues  to  flourish  and 
is  a  valuable  aid  in  paying  for  this  service.  Firms  and  business 
which  are  not  on  contract  to  us  are  charged  on  a  time  and  materials 
basis  as  and  when  treatment  is  carried  out.  Tims  too,  helps  redu 
the  charge  on  the  rates  of  this  extremely  valuable  but  unglamorous 
service.

NEW  HOUSING 


As  I  forecast  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1966,  the  pace  of  building 
within  the  Urban  District  has  quickened  once  again.  A  total  of  297 
dwellings  were  completed  during  the  year.  This  is  approximately  a 
?/o  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  in  the  Urban  District  in  one 
year.  I  would  think  that,  except  for  new  towns,  this  is  an  almost 
unpre codented  rate  of  increase. 

This  year,  the  proportion  of  Local  Authority  to  Private  Construction 
improved  slightly  in  favour  of  Private  construction  but  this  is 
probably  only  a  temporary  movement  as  the  proportion  appears  to  have 
settled  in  the  last  few  years  into  about  2/3rds  Local  Authority 
properties  to  rent  and  l/3rd  Private  construction  for  sale.  There 
would  appear  to  be  little  fall  off  in  demand  for  either  type  of 
accommodation. 


OVERCROWDING 


Two  cases  of  local  overcrowding  have  been  brought  to  my  notice 
during  the  year,  both  in  Council  houses  and  both  due  to  families 
taking  in  lodgers  on  a  somewhat  ridiculous  scale.  Both  cases  wore 
alleviated  by  reminding  the  tenants  of  their  obligations  and  the 
summary  removal  of  the  lodgers. 

SLUM  CLEARANCE 

Twenty-throe  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year  and  six  houses 
closed.  The  majority  of  those  houses  are  houses  that  were  placed 
under  Demolition  Orders  some  considerable  time  ago  and  have  now  been 
demolished  by  the  Local  Authority  in  lieu  of  the  owner.  One  of  the 
problems  connected  with  slum  clearance  in  this  district  is  that  many 
of  the  houses  have  been  purchased  by  what  are  literally  men  of  straw 
who  are  financially  unable  to  face  the  liability  for  the  demolition 
of  the  property.  Many  of  these  people  are  hard  to  find  and  this  causes 
considerable  delay  in  the  demolition  of  what  very  quickly  becomes 
derelict  property. 

The  slum  clearance  programme  is  now  a  purely  nominal  thing  and 
houses  are  recommended  to  my  Council  for  action  as  and  when  they  are 
discovered  in  the  course  of  the  housing  survey  now  taking  place. 

Our  programme  as  such  has  now  been  completed  but  of  course,  despite 
this,  no-one  can  honestly  say  that  there  are  no  slums  in  the  district. 

If  one  accepts  the  premise  that  slum  property  is  property  which 
contains  few,  if  any,  of  the  ammenities  considered  necessary  for 
modern  living  and  are  houses  which  are  below  a  reasonably  acceptable 
standard  of  repair,  then  slum  houses  will  constantly  be  discovered  if 
only  by  reason  of  the  natural  decay  of  properties  over  the  years. 

Slum  clearance  is,  therefore,  a  self  perpetuating  problem  and  whilst 
ever  we  press  for  higher  standards  in  new  houses,  so  we  shall  come 
to  require  standards  in  older  houses  which,  if  not  equivalent  to  new 
properties,  are  at  least  better  than  those  at  present  accepted.

We  now  have  only  three  privately  owned  slaughter  houses  in  the 
district,  one  of  which  is  confined  purely  to  the  slaughter  of  horses. 

The  majority  of  horse  meat  is  exported  to  Continental  countries. 

There  is  no  Public  Abbatoir  in  the  district. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 

We  have  probably  reached  the  stage  of  minimum  disease  in  food 
animals  at  the  present  time.  Pew  of  the  old  chronic  diseases  remain  in 
food  animals  today.  By  far  the  greatest  of  our  problems  is  parasitic 
disease  of  one  sort  or  another.  These  diseases,  of  course,  are  not 
epidemic  in  character  but  tend  to  be  endemic  in  the  major  food  animal 
producting  districts  and  are,  therefore,  practically  secure  from  almost 
any  method  of  elimination  known  at  the  present  time. 

The  other  diseases  which  we  find  in  our  animals  are  mainly  of  the 
acute  fevered  variety  to  which  animals  are  as  prone  as  are  human  beings, 
although  the  cure  with  animals  is  often  to  la  11  and  save  the  meat  rather 
than  to  cure  and  save  the  animals  life.  The  diseases  themselves  are 
generally  not  of  great  physiological  importance  and  very  minor 
condemnation  is  all  that  is  usually  required.  I  give  below  a  summary 
of  animals  killed  and  diseases  otc.  discovered  during  the  year.

FOOD  HAWKERS 

All  food  hawkers  in  the  Urban  District  are  registered  under  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act,  1951,  Section  76. 

Before  registration  all  vehicles  must  have  a  self  contained  hot  water 
supply,  a  sink,  soap  and  towel. 

25  hawkers  are  now  registered  with  this  Authority.  This  figure  includes 
one  nex,r  registration,  granted  during  1967.

Hawkers  have  been  inspected  during  the  year,  not  only  for  compliance 
with  the  Registration  parti culars  but  also  with  an  eye  on  the  new 
Regulations.

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS 


In  this  respect  I  think  I  can  only  re-iterate  statements  I  have  made 
during  recent  years  in  that  the  closure  and  demolition  of  old,  unhygienic 
and  frankly  uneconomic  shop  premises,  together  with  the  provision  of  clean, 
bright,  thoroughly  hygienic  (and  in  the  opinion  of  many  of  the  shop  keepers, 
thoroughly  uneconomic)  shops  has  resulted  in  considerable  betterment  in  the 
standard  of  food  hygiene  in  the  district.  A  reduction  in  the  number  of 
shop  units  available  has  probably  concentrated  the  available  spending  money 
into  a  smaller  number  of  tills  and  this,  whilst  to  the  economic  purse  is 
perhaps  not  a  good  tiling,  nevertheless  it  does  mean  that  a  little  more 
money  can  be  spent  on  what  after  all  is  purely  and  simply  old  fashioned 
cleanliness.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AMD 

DISPOSAL 


During  the  year  1967  our  third  refuse  collection  vehicle  came  into 
operation.  This  vehicle,  which  has  a  greater  capacity  than  either  of  the 
other  two,  has  resulted  in  the  department  being  able  to  absorb  all  the 
1967/68  development  with  the  addition  of  only  one  loader.  Our  latest 
vehicle  must  be  replaced  within  a  very  short  period  of  time  as  it  is  now 
reaching  the  end  of  its  economic  life. 

Our  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme  has  again  proved  its  worth  in  maintaining 
existing  workmen  and  attracting  replacements  on  the  odd  occasion  when  this 
has  been  necessary.  Our  staff  turn-over  is  now  at  its  lowest  level  for 
many  years  and  many  of  my  men  have  been  with  me  since  I  first  came  to  Knottingley 
some  12  years  ago. 

As  I  stated  last  year,  the  new  braking  regulations  are  going  to  make 
it  even  more  important  that  our  oldest  vehicle  be  taken  out  of  service  and, 
by  the  time  this  report  is  in  the  hands  of  members,  they  may  well  have 
heard  my  recommendations  upon  this  point. 

Last  year,  I  commented  that  our  tipping  area  would  last  us  some  2/3 
years  at  the  most.  I  also  commented  upon  hard  feelings  being  generated  as 
a  result  of  our  attempted  co-operation  with  a  nationalised  industry  in 
filling  in  quarries.  Since  that  time,  with  good  will  on  both  sides,  many 
of  the  problems  which  beset  us  recently  have  been  solved  and  I  see  no  reason 
why  tipping  space  should  not  now  be  available  to  us  for  up  to  15  years  at 
least.  There  are  quarries  in  the  district  which  have  not  been  earmarked 
for  tipping  up  to  date  but  which  will  undoubtedly  become  available  during 
that  15  year  period.  I  am,  therefore,  reasonably  satisfied  that,  for  the 
foreseeable  future  at  any  rate,  our  disposal  problems  are  negligible. 

CESSPOOL  AND  GULLY  EMPTIER 

The  vehicle  and  crew  carrying  out  this  work  have  an  extremely  varied 
career  and  are  liable  to  be  called  to  all  sorts  of  emergencies,  many  of 
which  take  up  a  considerable  amount  of  their  time.  Despite  this,  with  the 
occasionally  judicious  use  of  overtime,  the  majority  of  works  which  they 
undertake  are  kept  under  control  and  very  fei^  complaints  are  received 
concerning  the  efficiency  of  either  the  vehicle  or  its  crew.

DOMESTIC  SMOKE  CONTROL 

During  1967,  the  steady  progress  of  the  conversion  of  the  town  to  a 
smoke  control  area  has  been  continued.  The  majority  of  now  houses  built 
in  the  district,  both  Council  and  private,  have  been. built  in  existing 
smoko  control  areas  and  many  of  the  new  owners,  finding  that  they  must, 
in  any  case,  burn  authorised  fuels,  are  having  central  heating  of  one 
sort  or  another  installed. 

It  would  appear  that,  at  the  moment  at  any  rate,  gas  fired  is  slightly 
the  more  favoured  of  the  central  heating  systems.  Solid  fuels,  as  one 
would  expect  in  an  area  surrounded  by  coal  mines,  lias  a  strong  following 
and  in  particular  the  room  heater/radiators  package  deal  being  offered  by 
many  manufacturers  in  conjunction  with  the  N.C.B.  has  found  considerable 
favour  on  the  grounds  of  low  operating  costs.  Oil  has  made  little  or  no 
headway  on  the  domestic  scene  and  electric  underfloor  heating,  which  had 
a  short  vogue  a  couple  of  years  ago,  now  appears  to  have  fallen  into 
disfavour. 

The  same  sort  of  pattern  is  repeating  itself  in  Council  house  developments 
where  the  room  heater/radiator  package  is  now  being  used  almost  exclusively 
for  the  two  storey  housing  developments  and  gas  fired  central  heating  is 
being  used  for  high  rise  developments  and  proposed  for  aged  persons  dwellings. 


The  two  smoke  control  areas  which  were  declared  last  year  have  been 
with  the  Ministry  now  for  some  many  months  and  one  wonders  whether  they  are 
being  deliberately  held  back  as  part  of  the  nations  general  economy  scheme. 
This  may  sound  to  some  a  little  high-flying  as  one  would  not  think  that  one 
or  two  schemes  of  this  nature  would  make  all  that  much  difference,  however, 
when  one  considers  that  this  sort  of  thing  could  be  happening  in  literally 
hundreds  of  local  authorities,  then  one  sees  that  a  considerable  amount  of 
capital  investment  is  involved.  One  cannot  isolate  any  one  centre  of  the 
Nation1 s  activities  from  the  rest  and,  of  course,  expenditure  by  Public 
Authorities  is  much  more  easily  settled  by  central  government  than  is 
private  expenditure.  This  statement  is  the  reverse  of  the  feeling  held  by 
many  rate  payers  but  none  the  less,  it  is  true  and  certainly  everyone  with 
any  connection  with  local  government  knows  it  to  be  true. 

The  Ferrybridge  Hill  Smoke  Control  Area  has  now  been  completed  and 
steps  have  been  taken  to  ensure  that  any  private  owner  who  did  not  complete 
conversion  by  the  end  of  the  year,  was  formally  but  gently  reminded  of  his 
obligations.  Much  is  made  from  time  to  time  of  the  alleged  shortage  of 
solid  smokeless  fuels  in  this  area  but  the  latest  information  on  this 
subject  leads  one  to  believe  that  the  two  major  solid  smokeless  fuel 
producting  bodies  in  this  vicinity,  that  is  the  N.E.G.B.  and  the  N.C.B., 
are  somewhat  embarrassed  by  the  amount  of  stocks  they  hold  and  are  literally 
begging  dealers  to  take  the  stuff  off  their  hands.  The  proposed  legislation 
making  it  illegal  to  sell  anything  other  than  authorised  fuels  in  smoke 
control  areas  may  well  reverse  the  situation  and  will  certainly  be  a  great 
help  in  enforcing  smoko  control  areas. 

I  sometimes  feel  that  smoke  control  is  like  having  ones  appendix 
removed.  One  is  scared  of  the  operation  and  yet  one  knows  that  continued 
illness  will  be  the  result  of  not  having  the  operation  and  a  steady 
betterment  in  ones  health  will  result  from  having  the  operation.  So  many 
people  have  now  had  this  operation  that  the  fear  has  almost  completely 
disappeared  and,  in  fact,  laymen  advise  the  appendectomy  as  a  panacea  of  all 
stomach  ills. 

We  must  persevere  in  our  work  in  smoke  control  until  everyone  who  does 
not  have  either  central  heating  or  smokeless  appliances  is  laughed  at  as 
being  hopelessly  inadequate  and  foolish. 
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In  passing,  a  French  visitor  to  my  house  informed  me  that  in  her 
country  the  poor  have  central  heating  because  it  is  cheapest  and  only  the 
very  wealthy  can  afford  open  fires  in  each  habitable  room.  This  again 
would  appear  to  be  the  reverse  of  the  English  thought  on  the  subject. 


INDUSTRIAL  SMOKE  CONTROL 

With  the  exception  of  the  odd  mechanical  breakdown  during  the  year, 
the  Industrial  Smoke  Control  in  the  town  is  no  real  problem.  My  comments 
of  the  last  two  years  remain  true  to  date  and  all  the  local  industrial, 
firms  co-operate  very  willingly  with  the  Department  on  any  temporary 
problem  which  may  arise. 

We  have  had  an  odd  complaint  which  is  new  to  this  district  of  cars 
being  burned  off  before  being  cut  up  and  baled  for  scrap.  The  one  large 
scrap  yard  in  the  district  has  now  stopped  this  practise  and  we  are  busily 
trying  to  stop  the  small  men,  some  of  whom  merely  carry  out  this  type  of 
salvage  work  as  a  spare  time  occupation. 

Cold  blast  cupolas  have  given  their  usual  amount  of  trouble  during  the 
year.  It  was  hoped  in  my  last  report,  that  the  major  defaulter  in  the 
district  had  been  brought  under  control  but,  unfortunately,  financial 
problems  supervened  and  the  problem  is  still  with  us,  although  on  our 
latest  information  it  may  be  solved  by  other  and  rather  less  palatable 
methods  than  we  normally  suggest.

FACTORIES 


The  inspection  of  factories  is  carried  out  in  conjunction  -with 
our  duties  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  although, 
of  course,  offices  which  are  within  the  curtilage  of  a  factory  are 
the  responsibility  of  the  Factories  Inspector  and  not  of  the  Local 
Authority,  Nevertheless,  the  two  types  of  inspections  fit  together 
very  nicely  and  manage  to  fill  in  rather  more  of  our  time  than  one 
might  expect  from  merely  looking  at  the  statistics  given  below. 

The  type  of  works  in  this  district  do  not  lend  themselves  to  the 
employment  of  out-workers  and  we  have  no  return  of  out-workers  from 
any  of  the  factories  in  neighbouring  authorities. 

The  statistics  given  in  the  table  below  are  set  out  in  the  form 
previously  required  by  the  Ministry  in  the  return  sent  in  by  Local 
Authorities  and  is  for  the  information  of  members.

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OmCES,  SHOPS  &  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 


Registrations  during  the  year  have  been  reduced  to  two,  both  of 
which  were  new  offices  brought  into  operation  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  offices  being  used  directly  in  connection  with  factory  premises 
were  reported  to  H.M,  Factory  Inspector  and  the  necessary  registrations 
have  been  made  by  his  office. 

Inspections  have  been  continued  during  the  year,  mainly  to  ensure 
that  Notices  previously  issued  have  been  complied  with  and  we  find  that 
the  majority  of  this  work  has  now  been  done. 

No  further  exemptions  have  been  granted  during  the  year  and  the 
exemptions  which  are  still  in  force  are  entirely  in  respect  of  premises 
which  are  scheduled  for  clearance  mid  redevelopment  in  the  near  future. 

I  consider  that  in  general  terms,  it  is  wrong  to  exempt  premises  from  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  unless  it  is  absolutely  basically  impossible  to 
either  provide  the  amenities  because  of  the  lack  of  a  service  to  the 
premises  or  it  is  impossible  to  enlarge  or  transfer  the  office  to  a  place 
where  the  amenities  can  be  provided. 

This  Act  has  not  made  the  type  of  sensational  impact  in  Knottingley 
which  it  has  made  in  larger  areas  as  most  of  our  offices  are  comparatively 
small  and  those  which  are  used  in  connection  with  large  businesses  have 
generally  been  modernised  prior  to  the  coining  into  effect  of  this  Act.

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NO I 33  ABATEMENT 


Wg  have  had  one  or  two  complaints  of  excessive  noiso  in  the 
district  of  recent  months  but  we  find  on  testing  that  the  noiso  levels 
are  not  above  those  normally  regarded  as  endurable. 

Noise  is  one  of  the  most  peculiar*  and  difficult  complaints  to  deal 
with  in  that  one  is  measuring  not  only  quantitatively,  that  is  the 
volume  of  the  noiso,  but  also  qualatatively,  that  is  the  pitch  and 
effect  of  the  noise.  For  this  reason  alone  one  regards  the  measuring 
instruments  as  a  guide  only  and  not  an  absolute  judge  as  to  whether 
action  should  be  taken  against  the  offender.  So  far,  \/here  the  noise 
has  been  offensive  to  the  listener,  we  have  managed  to  secure  sufficient 
abatement  at  any  rate  to  remove  the  offending  content  of  the  noise. 

At  this  time  we  are  attempting  to  deal  with  alleged  noise  and 
vibration  from  a  gas  turbine  installation  which  runs  only  intermittently. 
I  have  the  feeling  that  our  ingenuity  is  going  to  be  taxed  more  than 
somewhat  on  this  one.
